CZAR'S PREMIER 


A Little Child and Opera! 


Killed and Many Others 


are Injured 


CONFUSION IN THE REPORTS 


BDT OFFICIAL BULLETIN SAYS STOLY- 


PIN ESCAPED INJURY, 


SOOD as Outrage Occurred House 
Was Surrounded With Troops 


and Admission Denied, 


St. Petersburg, 
Aug. 25—An at- 


tempt was .made upon tbc life of Pre- 
mier-Stolypin in his own house at, 
Apothecary's Island this . afternoon. 
Bombs were thrown at the premier 
by two officers attending him. Stoly-. 
pin's three year old son and General 
Zamiupine were killed and many per- 
sons were badly wounded.. There is 
a contusion in the 
reports 
as to 


whether the premier himself was in- 
jured; but a. bulletin was given out 
this (Saturday) evening denying that 
he. was injured. 


As soon as the outrage occurred 


soldiers surrounded the house and ad- 
mission was denied so the 
reports 


sent broadcast were confusing. 
One 


dispatch was 
cabled to the United 


States that Stolypin was killed, an- 
other, that he was so badly wounded 
that he cannot recover. 


The explosion^of t.iie bomb set fire 


to the premier's nouse, causing con- 
siderable damage. It is said 
that 


Stolypin's body was almost blown to 
pieces, and that physicians give no 
hope for his recovery- 


Three weeks ago Stolypin received 


a ietter from the revolutionists con- 
taining a death threat. He was told 
he would be killed for assisting in 
restoring the 
reactionary 
regime. 


Since then the premier has remained 
in-doors most of the time. Detectives 
guarded the house and 
he was al- 


ways accompanied by secret service 
men when it was necessarw to ven- 
ture forth. 
It is impossible to tell 


what effect the attempted assassina- 
tion of the head of the cabinet will 
have upon the Czar, whether -he will 
be frightened into giving the people 
the desired reforms or will resort to 
even more repressive measures to de- 
feat the terrorists. 
The premier for 


some time has. been out of the confi- 
dence of the monarch, who only re- 
tained him because of the difficulty in 
selecting his successor.

Havana, Cuba, Aug. 25. — All trace 


of the revolutionary army under Col. 
Rino Guerra has been lost temporarily, 
With a force of insurgents variously 
estimated at from 3,000 to 5,000 men he 
is moving somewhere in the province 
of Pinar Del Rio, but the government 
officials are without information as to 
his exact location. 


Telegraphic communication beyond 


Pinar Del Rio city has been interrupted 
and is preventing the government from 
getting track of its enemy. 


Guerra's secret movements are caus- 


ing the greatest alarm in Havana and 
Pinar Del Rio. That his ultimate ob- 
jective is the capture of the provincial 
capital near which he has been op- 
erating is conceded. The defenders of '- 
the city do not know in which direc- 
tion to look for his attack and for that 
reason are more than alarmed. Since 
leaving San Luis and San Juan De 
Martinez yesterday, 
Guerra's move- 


ments have been carefully concealed. 
He is supposed to have marched 
on. 


Guines. This movement was promptly 
hailed by the government as a retreat 
The lack of further information from 
the insurgent leader, however, has 
aroused other feelings than that of re- 
joicing among the defenders of Pinar 
Del Rio. It is generally believed Guer- 
ra is marching away from two cities 
he could easily have held has laid a 
trap for the government forces. Loyal 
troops were at 
once dispatched to 


seize the towns abandoned by Guerra. 
This has weakened the force at Pinar 
Del Rio and made it more open to at- 
tack. 


The lay of the land is such that by 


a roundabout march Guerra, after 
a 


short march toward Guines, could re- 
turn and approach within two miles of 
Pinar Del Rio without being discov- 
ered. 
Eight hours would suffice 
for 


him to make this marcb. 


With a parr, of the small defending 


force lured away from Pinar Del Rio 
Guerra's occupation of the place would 
be made easy. Moreover, if he really 
has gone to Guant Guerra will be the 
gainer, as his forces are constantly 
augmented by the recruiting of men, 
the further he marches. If Pinar Del 
Rio is to be attacked by the insurgents 
the next twelve hours will probably, 
tell *he story. 


The situation this morning Is prac- 


tically unchanged. 


The insurgent bands are constantly 


increasing and recruiting by the gov- 
ernment is going OH as fcst as men. 
and boys can be secured. The prepara- 
tions on both sides are being conducted 
actively. Havana province is almost 
cleared of insurgents. The killing ot 
General Bandera has caused most ot 
the revolutionists to flee and they are 
returning to their homes. The work

Perry Peak In 


Honor of Discoverers. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—The treasury 


department received a brief report of 
a visit made by officers of the revenue 
cutter Perry a few weeks ago to the 
new peak which recently sprang up on 
Fire island, one of tha Bogoslov group 
of the Aleutian chain, about GO mile: 
west of Unalaska, Alaska. 


The south end of Fire island can 


sists of two long spits, from a half to 
three-eighths of a mile long and about 
15 feet above high water. 
On the 


western spit the new volcanic peak 
sprang up abruptly from the water to 
a height of about 700 feet, and in shape 
greatly resembling a beehive, with a 
base about 800 feet in diameter. From 
the 
numerous crevices columns ot 


steam and sulphurous gases continu- 
ously arise and form a cloud which is 
visible more than 30 miles. Although 
the surface of the new peak was 
warm and soft in places, the officers 
succeeded in reaching the summit. In 
recognition of the fact that the offi- 
cers of the revenue cutter Perry were 
the first persons to visit the new peak 
they named it Perry peak.

sale of the water property at Newark. 
Your committee's report, which Avas 
accepted by the council, states that my 
proposition was declined for the fol 
lowing reasons: 


First—That the selection of 
three 


honest, competent, and 
disinterested 


water works engineers will be a very 
difficult and tedious matter. 


Second—That it would involve the 


city in. an expense of several thousand 
dollars. 


Third—That if the appraisement was 


too high and rejected by the vote of 
the people, thy amount spent for 'he 
appraisement nnd the election would 
be absolutely lost to the city. 


'•Fourth—Thai, it would take at lease 


three months nnd perhaps more to se- 
lect the engineers, complete the ap- 
praisement and submit the matter to 
the vote of the people and would great- 
ly delay the city in the construction 
of the new plant. 


Fifth—That the city should not con- 


sent to a valuation based upon a re- 
placement of the old plant, as that. 
would require the city to purchase nnd 
pay double value for a large portion 
of the old plant, for which it would 
have no use, and which would be of 
little or no value to the city. 


Sixth—Your committee would recom - 


mend that Mr. H. M. Yerrill be 
re- 


quested to submit to said council, in 
writing, by Monday, August 20. l!)0fi,

The people o 
Newark have already perceived the ex 
pensive result ol this lack of knowleiU 
and would doubtless be willing to ex 
pend a small amount of money now ii 
order to save many times as much ii 
the near future.

mil the matter to the vote of the peo 
pie and if it took longer I fail to per- 
ceive what harm would be don'e to th 
city even if the people voted agains 
taking the plant. It is conceded th;: 
the present, plant must go on and sup 
ply the city after-(he present hydran 
rental contract has expired. I canno 
exact for such service from the ciij 
more than the service is leasonabh 
worth and I believe the citizens are al 
ready convinced that the bondholder! 
have no disposition to ask for a large: 
payment from the city than the service 
is worth. Moreover a delay to the citj 
of two or three months in I lie con 
struct ion of a new plant would be ex 
tremely valuable since it would en 
able the city officials to study the wate 
works question and avoid the mistakes 
made by many cities in attempting to 
construct water systems heir-re acquir 
ing sufficient knowledge upon the sub 
ject 
I am creditably informed tha> 


the city of Mobile after constructing 
a water works plant at a cost mon 
than double the original estimates ha' 
now voted to purchase the old plan 
for a large amount of money. Th. 
new plant constructed without a care 
ful study of the situation is reported 
to be inefficient and therefore the city 
must go to the great expense of paying 
$350.000 for the old water works pro 
perty. 


It should be remembered that I of- 


fered the very day that I bid in the 
plant for ihe bondholders, May lot! 
last, to turn it over to the city at ai: 
appraisal. I certainly am not respon- 
sible for the delav in this matter and 
a price at which he would be willing 
to dispose of the old city water works]have not changed in my attitude since 
plant, and if the price so submitted is

ing thpir knowledge in the cons'ruc- 
tion of a new plant.
